SIX STORY FACTORY, HAVING 800 
EMPLOYES, ON FIRE. 


ALL ESCAPE IN SAFETY. 


Three Hundred Climb Down Ladders 
From the Fourth Floor With- 
out Accident. 


CHICAGO, July 6.—A panic was narrowly 
averted among 800 persons, of whom 1580 
weré women, employed in the factory of 
the Illinois Can Co., which was burned to- 
day. The building was six stories high. 
Fiames broke out in the third stcry. Those 
in the lower stories escaped, but the em- 
ployes on the floors above were cut off and 
crowded to the windows, many preparing 
to jump. The fire escapes were over- 
crowded, but the police kept the hundreds 
who came down this way from panic. The 
ladders were quickly run up to the fourth 
story and firemen kept. the frenzied em- 
ployes in order. Three hundred clambered 
down through the smoke without accident. 

Loss $130,000; insurance $125,000. A few 
minutes’ after the building was cleared a 
terrific explosion took place, but the thick 
walls withstood the shock.

Mrs. George E. Farnsworth 
Robbed by Negroes. 


IT WAS IN BROAD DAYLIGHT. 


THEY BEAT HER SHOULDERS 
WITH THEIR FISTS. 


At Leffingwell Avenue and Chestnut 
the Negroes Jumped Towards Her 
and Took the Money and 
Parcel She Carried. 


Mrs. George E. Farnsworth of 2929 Wash- 
ington avenue was assaulted by two ne- 
gro footpads at, Leffingwell avenue. and 
Chestnut estreet at 10:30 o’clock Thursday 
morning. 

The lady was knocked down and her 
shoulders bruised by the heavy fists of the 
highwaymen. As she fell one negro 
grabbed her purse and the other snatched 
the small bundle she was carrying. 

The neighborhood is one of the best in 
town, and the bright sunlight kept Mrs. 
Farnsworth’s mind from thoughts of an 
assault. fhe left her home 15 minutes be- 
fore and was on her way td@call on a 
friend at 27% Chestnut street. She passed 
down Leffingwell avenue and had turned 
east on Chestnut street when she was 
seized from behind. 

The corner was unoccupied when 
Farnsworth turned and she beiieves the 
men were conceaied in the doorway. Be- 
fore she could turn to see whose hand was 
on her arm she was struck sharply in the 
back, once on each side, with sufficient 
force to knock her forward. 

No policeman was in sight and no answer 
came to her screams for help. The negroes 
were fleeing with pocketbook and package 
when a wheelmn turned from Leffingwell 
avenue. eH assistd Mrs..Farnesworth to 
her feet, then pursued the robers. 

The young man was fleet of foot as he 
was stout of courage and was overhauling 
the man with the pursé@é, when the robber 
dropped it. The bicyclist picked it up, ex- 
amined it, and seeing money in it hurricd 
back to Mrs. Farnsworth, permitting that 
thief to escape. 

The man with the package had run in the 
opposite direction and was still in sight. 
The stranger went after him and cornered 
him in an alley. The fellow dropped the 
bundle, dodged behind coal wagon, went 
over a fence and got way 

Mrs. Farnsworth hurried to Olive street 
looking for a policeman, while several mes- 
sengers were speeding through the cross 
streets on the ’Same errand. The druggist 
told the woman he had not seen a blue 
coat that day. Persons living in the neigh- 
borhood said an officer had not been that 
way for a month. 

Mrs. Farnsworth was in the neighborhood 
an hour, but no policeman was found. 

She is the wife of George E. Farnsworth 
of M. R. Udell & Co., woodenware dealers, 
and has just recovered from a long seige 
of nervous prostration. The assault Thurs- 
day morning wholly unnerved her and she 
had to be taken home. 

The bicyclist who recovered the property 
disappeared without revealing his name. 


MORE YELLOW FEVER IN HAVANA 


Two Cases Discovered, One of the Un- 
fortunates Being a Citizen of 
the United States. 


HAVANA, July 6.—Two cases of yellow 
fever have been reported to-day. One of 
the patients is an old Spanish woman who 
has been in Cuba for two years and her 
disease is in mild form. The other case is 
that of an American, whose symptoms are 
still doubtful, although it is believed Dy 
Surgeon-Major Davis and other officers to 
be yellow fever. Both cases were discovered 
in a part of the city little frequented by 
Americans. Every effort will be made to 
prevent an increase of the disease. 

Gen. Ludlow is satisfied that it is im- 
possible as yet to keep yellow fever out of 
Havana, and especially such districts as 
that at the southern end of Officios street. 

The health of the troops is remarkably 
good and makes a beter showing than at 
many posts in the United States. 


THREE HAVE YELLOW FEVER 


Cases Among Passengers Arriving at 
New York on a Ship From 
Santiago. 


NBW YORK. July 6.—The transport Mce- 
Clellan arrived to-day from Santiago and 
was detained at Quarantine. Her surgeon 
reports that three of the passengers have 
yellow fever. Two of these are cabin pas- 
sengers, One is Miss Clendennin, daughter 
of the surgeon in charge at Santiago, whose 
death from yeliow fever Was reported yes- 
terday. Miss Clendennin told the surgeon of 
the transport that she had not seen her 
father for some time prior to sailing, but 
two days after the transport left po cng 
she was stricken with the disease, which is 
mild in character. The patient is improv- 


ing.

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ROUGH RIDERS MAY RE-ENLIST 


Story That They Are Going to the 
Philippines and That Roosevelt 
Will Again Lead Them. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—I. M. Bond of 
New Mexico is authority for the statement 
that Roosevelt’s Rough Riders will re- 
enlist for service in the Philippines, with 
a bare possibility of their old Colonel, the 
present Governor of New York, accom- 
panying them to Manila as a Briggdier- 
General. : : 

“Every member of the reg!ment who at- 
tended the recent reunion at Las Vegas,” 
says Mr. Bond, “‘signd an agreement.to go 
to the Philippines if the opportunity pre- 
sented itself. Col. Roosevelt has, I under- 
stand, received assurances from the Pres- 
ident that an entire brigade, organized 
along the lines of the Rough Riders’ regi- 
ment, will be accepted to do duty in our 
new possessions."’

TRANSFER TO BE _ MADE. 


Mme. Dreyfus Shows Signs of Great 
Agitation After Talking With 
Her Husband. 


PARIS, July 6.—It is regarded as probable 
that Gen. Faure Biguet will be appointed 
Military Governor of Paris and that Gen. 
Zurlinden, the present incumbent of that 
post will be transferred to the command of 
an army corps. 

At the cabinet council to-day Gen. De 
Gallifet, Minister of War, announced the 4ar- 


rangements for the military review on July 
14, which will take place as usual. 

Mme. Dreyfus ha an hour's interview 
with her husband at Rennes yesterday. 

On leaving she showed for the firs: time 
signs of distress. Her eyes were swolien 
and red, as though she had been weeping 
bitterly. She is still in deep mourning, and 
is determined to remain so until her hus- 
band regains his liberty. A somewhat lJar- 
ger crowd than usual watched her arrival 
and departure, and again displayed utter 
lack of manners and consideration for her 
terrible position, gathering around her, 
rudely staring her in the face, and pressing 
one another aside in their eagerness not to 
lose a single detall of her agony. 

Gen. Mercier will endeavor to prove

would be ready before the alliance treaty 
would be Signed. Capt. Dreyfus refusea 
to do that. Soon after he met the Rus- 
sian military attache at Paris, who con- 
gratulated him on the work, e said he 
would like to know why Dreyfus did not 
arrange the table as ordered. Dreyfus re- 
plied curtly: “I dislike falsifying facts.” 

The Czar then asked explanations,| and 
the alliance was nearly frustrated. (Gen. 
Mercier, the then Minister of War,| will 
claim Dreyfus’ indiscretions were purposely 
made to prevent the Russian alliance.

Due to an Accident, His Second 
Self Lost in a Cataleptic 
Trance. 


fEW YORK, July 6.—About two years | 


Hanna, a young | 


ago the Rev. Thomas C. 
minister, now residing in Plantville, Conn. 
was thrown from his carriage and strucx 
the ground head foremoet with such force 
that he was cendered unconscious. 
days he remained in this estate, defying the 
efforts of physicians. When he finally came 
to it. was discovered that he was an en- 
tirely new personality. In fact, he was no 
defined identity at all, being like a new 
born babe, with no memory whatsoever of 
his past life, no recollection of the scenes 
and persone about him. Although he was 
before the accident a learned man, he 
scemed to have reverted to first principles 
and gone back to infancy in this his 25th 
year of existerce. 

Although bodily vigorous, Mr. Hanna 
seemed to have lost al] power of controlling 
mental processes, but goon developed a 
childish awakening. He expreséed vague 
fear and pleasure after the manner of a 
babe, and little by little grew accustomed 
to the world about him, taking up the task 


of reconstructing his own identity with 
great vigor. He passed through all the 
child stages of development as a babe 
merges into maturity, except that the pro- 
“cess was much faster, one week in his 
mew life represent™mg a whole year. 

From building blocks and his A B C’s he 
passed on to primers and then to mathe- 
matics, learning the language from mono- 
6Vilables to phrases. He also wrote with 
his left hand, the chirography being crude 
and boyish. After many weeks of 
strange existence Mr. Hanna came under 
the treatment of the Pathological institute 
of the State hospitals of New York, pre- 
sided over by Dr. Ira Van Giesen and es- 
pecially under the care of Dr. Boris Sidis, 

The first sign of the awakening to the 
Subconscious or normal state came in the 
form of vague visions during sleep or par- 
tial wakefulness. 

“T had a most peculiar dream,” he would 
preface his story, and then relate some in- 
cident or chain of events which, upon 
verification, would be found to be an actual 
happening agence: to the accident, and no 
dream at all. 

No pains or expense were spared to veri- 
fy the accuracy of these so-called visions, 
and the patience of the doctors in every de- 
tail was something akin to genius. 

The patient did not suffer bodily pain, 
but was often disturbed by the vividness 
of his visions, and his douSt whether they 
were indeed dreams at all often threw him 
into a fit of melamholy, “He learned with 
remarkable facility and the memory of his 
pecondary state was as tenacious as that 
of his former normal state. He thus de- 
veloped a new self within self, and the 
new state promised to be ag brilliant and 
Buccessful as the old. 


Mr. Hanna was taught to read, write and 
epeak correctly, and developed some artis- 
tic talent which he had never shown before. 
Suddenly and without warning the man 
went into a sort of cataleptic state, from 
which he awoke his old self again. 

His two identities were then as completely 
isolated one from the other as if a fathom- 
less gulf swept between them. When 
shown the work of his hand done that very 
dav in the previous state he had no recol- 
lection whatever of having seen it before. 
disclaiming all knowledge of the doings of 
the other self. He did not recognize the 
doctors who had worked over him for this 
long period, and could not seem to under- 
etand why he was under treatment. He 
remembered everything up to the time of 
the accident, recognized members of his 
family and conversed with them familiarly. 

He resumed his Greek and Hebrew 
studies and seemed to have recovered his 
normal faculties entirely. His people were 
Overjored at the change, but soon the 
cataleptic drowsiness came over him and, 
after a trance-like condition for some hours, 
he awoke into his former infantile state 
once more. 

Every sensation was tried on the clergy- 
man to discover its effects upon his mind, 
Electric cabs and the uncommon phenom- 
ena of our daily city life mystified and 
thrilled him. Food and drink gave him 
various sensations, pleasurable and other- 
wise, and such things as he had been pre- 
viously distasteful sensationge now exer- 
cised a weird fascination over him. Care- 
fully was the effect of these several sen- 

tions noted. Night and day the process 

8 prolonged. 

Then again would «steal over the patient 
that cataleptic drowsiness from which he 
would awaken into his former personaiity, 
but never into the same state from which 
fie sank into sleep. By magic the child be- 
came the man, the brute became a strong 
moral and intellectual force. It was the 
case of Archibald Maimaison repeated. 

Herein interposed the greatest mystery 

fall. At this crisis of the treatment there 

eveloped a new power in the man, another 
and a third entity. ‘Mr. Hanna found that 
in his somnolent state, his trance hour, he 
had the ability of separating himself en- 
tirely from the two previous waking states, 
namely, the child and the man, the animaj 
and the intellectual—in other words, the 
Dr. Jékyll and the Mr. Hyde. He found 
that he could take the animal personally 
with much greater ease than the intellec- 
tual, but every time he fell back into the 
hyponotic state he tried to resolve never to 
recur to the beser entity again, but to 
choose the normal, the intellectual and the 
. Moral man into which to project his con- 
scious self. 

This marked the crisis of the treatment. 
and it augured well for certain cure. Mr 
Hanna would tell the doctors with a species 
of sublime triumph how in his cataleptic 
state he had thrown down the baser man 
after a struggle involving mental anguish, 
and took the better form. He could project 
himself into one or the other form of the 
Waking state, but not into both at one time. 

He seemed to be handling the destinies of 
two separate and distinct souls in one body. 
@ third soul alive only in this hypnotic 
State, as when a man dreams and knows 
that he dreams, yet cannot wake by force 
ef will. . 

This third personality in the distinguished 
patient received the more careful di velop- 
ment. Slowly it was built up and fortified 
So that it gained at last an absolute con- 
‘trol over the other two states; and finally, 
with less strugg:e and mental strife. the 
third personality merged itself with the 
higher, better man, bringing the three per- 
Sonalities into perfect harmony and final 
Unity, the intellectual and the mora! again 
ately dominant. 

8, then, was the triumph of science. 

Without the aid of Dr. Sidis aad hie faith- 

colleagues Mr. Hanna would never have 
loped the third personality at all.

STRANGE LIFE LED BY SANCTIFI- 
CATIONISTS OF TEXAS. 


Organization Has Prospered Finan- 
cially, but at the Loss of Home, 
Friends and Family.

BELTON, Tex., July 6.—For about 2%) 
years there has existed and been heid to- | 
gether a band of women in Belton, Bell 
County, Tex., known ag santificationists, 
organized and managed by Mrs, Martha 
MoQuirter. Mrs, McQuirter is an old resi- 
dent of Bell County and was for a nunrber 
years an intluential member of the 
Methodist Church, having a class in Sun- 
day-school. Here she began advancing ner 
thoughts and ideas, which proved to be out 
of harmony with the theology of her 
church. In course of time Mrs. McQuirter 
claimed to have had a revelation from 
heaven, directing her to separate from the 
church and the “world” and found an or- 
der, or band, of sanctified people. 

itis band must rank for age with the 
eariiest independent movement of the pres- 
ent day among women, not only religiously 
but financially, for besides being a body 
composed of religious’ enthusiasts and led 
and instructed in doctrine by a woman only, 
they have also been a stock company, sup- 
porting themselves by labor and accumu- 
lating a property now estimated at from 


a command td separate and completely 


withdraw the members of the ‘“band’”’ from 


of their own houschold. This brought about 
the rupture of nearly all married relations 
and most of the families of the band were 
entirely broken up. 


When the “‘sanctified’’ people became ao}- 
idly organized Mrs McQuirter received an- 
other :evelation, ramely, that they were/| 
to go into the world as servants and toil-| 
ers among the “unbelievers” and live their | 
lives and religion before and among the 
scoffers, keeping entirely unmixed socially 
uncommunicative and aloof. Mrs. McQuirt- 
er hired these worrer out as cooks, washer- 
women, servants in any respectable place 
and position. Her sincerity can hardly be 
doubted, for her own daughter was hired 
io a family where but a few months before 
she was always a welcome egvest. 

They hired out in the homes of the “un- 
regenerate’ and wathout mixing or affil- 
iating let their light shine in these dark 
places, doing all kinds of menial labor in 
families where they had all been equal 
socially. Some of the sanctified folks got 
cows, sold butter and milk and did out- 
door work on a farm they soon purchased 
near town, ‘Theo they established a laun- 
dry. These enterprises were financially suc- 
cessful, In all these employments they 
held no communication with outside men 
or women that could possibly be avoided 
Their conversation with the unconverted 
was literally the Bible standard of yea and 
nay. 

Modestly, silently, quietly, without a sin- 
gie suggestion in all these years of impru- 
dence or rebellion, they held to their be- 
lief and the work they had adopted. They 
dressed very plainly, with aprons and sun- 
bonnets. In common parlance they were 
called the sanctified people. Their work 
was well done. Their butter was , 
Their laundry work excellent. People, in a 
joking way, had begun at first calling their 
weshing “sanctified washing,” their cook- 
ing “sanctified cooking,” their butter “sanc- 
tified butier.’’

Mrs. McQuirter taught the “band” from 
the Bible, of which she was quite a student, 
and a new revelation from heaven was al- 
ware on hand for any emergency. 

e fantaticism of peculiar doctrines and 
the separation of several families brought 
the sect into great disrepute and many 
threats were made against the leader. 
few men had joined and one of the foremost 


all unbelievers, no matter if the latter = 
| 


the matter assumed for a while some un- 
pleasant complications, but nothing daunted 
or dismayed the ‘“‘band.”’ 

That one woman could establish or control 
such a body in such novel religious lines 
against such bitter disapproval and for a 
quarter of a century preserve her authority 
with no falling away, no turning back from 
the plow handle, allegiance or doctrine, and 
faithfully continuing, 4s hard to beileve, 
shows at least a marvelous religious en- 
thusiasm and faith in the woman and head 
of this singular sect, and also confidence 
in her financial ability, for all earnings 
were managed and invested by her. That 
she is worthy of the latter trust is shown 
by the solid amount of property now owned 
by the sanctified ‘‘band.”’ 

Among other enterprises the sanctified 

eople established the Central Hotel, in 
3elton, run entirely by women, and known 
to all traveling men and the public gener- 
ally as one of the best kept houses in the 
State. The nice ladies also boarded at and 
stopped at the “‘Central.”’ Succeeding so 
well in this enterprise, the band opened up 
another hotel in New York, Tex., and lately 
the Hotel Royal in Waco. The women are 
changed from one hotel to another, the 
ones in New York come down here for sev- 
eral months and the women here go up to 
the New York to work, thus relleving mo- 
notonous drugery of household work. 


People are “‘never heroes to their valet,” 
yet these sanctified people have been dally 
for over % years in close companionship 
with this woman, serving her, cooking, 
washing for her and under her direction 
working for others in all forms of drudg- 
ery and have clung to her and this strange 
doctrine she promulgated loyally and 
steadily. . 

Those who have all along held the move- 
ment in ene type pean call the “band” a 
fraud, a handful of weak women, held to- 
gether by one strong, shrewd woman: yet 
the members are many of them bright, 
intelligent women. 

That they should separate from hus- 
hands who were unbelievers, leave com- 
fortable homes and children, bear ridicule 
and take up such drudgery as these women 
have, out of door and in kitchen, not juat 
for a day, but for cover B® years, certainly 
cannot be eried down as a passing whim. 

In the early days the leader of this band 
was berated publicly and privately, was 
denounced by newepapers and by pulpit

NEW INQUIRY INTO SANITY. 


Probate Court Asked to Again Make 
an Examination—Letters From 
‘Alleged Relatives. 


Attorneys Alexan@er UH. Robbins and 
Reno A. Aver: have petitioned the Probate 
Court for a new inquiry into the sanity of 
Mrs. Walburga 'Waeckerle, now an inmate 
of the St. Louls Insane Asylum, 

Mrs. Waeckerie has been in the public 
eye many years on account of her suits 
in the Federa! Courts for insurance money 
and damages for the death of her husband, 
William Waeckerle, alleged to have been 
killed by a train in “oulsiana nearly 20 
years aco. 

Mre. Waeckerle secured $15,000 after pro- 
tracted litigation, then brought sult against 
the Government for a pension, her husband 
hayjng served in the Union army. She was 
beaten here and has since haunted the of- 
fice of the Clerk of the United States Cir- 
cult Court for the papers in the case. 


Although these are part of the court 
record ‘Mrs. Waeckerle insisted tlhiat she 
sew being defrauded when they were with- 
eld. 

Several weeks ago she was adjudged of 
unsound mind and committed to the asy- 
lum, the Public Administrator taking 
charge of her property. 

The case was given extended notice, #5 
Was also the fact that Mrs. Waeckerle pos- 
sessed a small fortune. 

The two attorneys now interested declare 
it is their belief that the woman's mind 
is gound, but that she was distracted by 
the perfidy of alleged friends, and men who 
owed her money. They say this will be 
fully proven should a new inquiry be In- 
stituted and that the unfortunate woman's 
property would be restored to her. 

The news of the $15,000 spread far and 
wide, and numerous alleged relatives have 
come to light. One story, from Texas, is 
that a self-styled sister-in-law wants half 
of the $15,000, as, she claims, Mrs. Waeck- 
erle was the sister of her husband, and 
the money was theirs jointly. A boardin 
housekeeper in Shreveport, La,, has file 
a board bill against Mrs. Wae: ‘kerle with | 
the Public Administrator. 

A woman claiming to be Mrs. Wackerle’s 
niece called on Dr. Richardson Wednesday. 
She asked that the aged woman be released 
from the asylum and placed in her care. 
When questioned by an attorney the caller 
became confused and left the office without 
efta’biishing her c} aim.

Inventor Was a Literary Man in the 


Beginning, but He Has Now Be- 
come a Wizard in the Use 
of Steam. 


CHICAGO, July f.—A locomotive that 
makes no smoke, that produces no cinders, 
that blows off no steam, nor whistle, nor 
smokestack, nor engine cab nor tender—this 
marvel in mechanics is the invention of Ar- 
thur Pillsbury Dodge. He calls it the kin- 
etic motor. He has just opened a large 
plant at Wilmington, Del., to manufacture 
motors of this variety in large numbers. 
Recently Cornelius Vanderbilt, .Jr.; Robert 
G. Ingersoll and other capitalists visited 


Mr. Dodge's works and rode in one of the 
new vary dh at 40 miles an hour. After the 
test was over Mr. Vanderbilt said: 

“T should think the kinetic system would 
be well adapted for work on elevated rail- 
roads. It fulfills the claims made for it. 

Mr: Dodge's invention has been used with 
great success on a suburban railroad at 
Babylon, L. I., on one of the lines in De- 
troit, Mich., and in Chicago. The inventor 
is now negotiating with one of the elevated 
railroads in New York looking to its adop- 
tion as the motive power to the exclusion 
of all others. The Dodge motor is adaptable 
to all forms of automobile contrivances—to 
carriages as well as to launches. “It is even 
feasible, so says the inventor, to construct 
motors of sufficient capacity to move an 
ocean-going steamship at the same rate of 
speed as now attained, while attended by 
a larger factor of safety and economy of 
operation than at present in the ordinary 
steamship engine. 

Arthur Pillsbury Dodge was 40 years old 
before he made it his “‘business to make 
money.” to use his own expression. Three 
years previous, at the age of 37, he founded 
the New’ England Magazine, having Ed- 
ward Everett Hale as chief editor. Well 
known persons representing a party of cap- 
italists and noted men of letters, including 
Secretary of the Treasury Lyman J. Gage, 
William Dean Howells and the late Prof. 
David Swing and others, urged him to go 
to Chicago to publish a magazine there 
according to an admirable plan evolved by 
Mr. Dodge; and it was while making prep- 
arationsa for this project that the late 
George M. Pullman called Mr. Dodge’s at- 
tention to some experiments made there 
with a certain stored steam motor. This 
very imperfect attempt to solve the prob- 
lem of locomotion by steam without loss 
in the shane of exhaust steam and back 
pressure on the cylinders appealed to Mr. 
Dadge in principle, and the following nine 
years he devoted to making the theory of 
the stored steam motor feasiBle in practice, 
causing an evolution of the original prin- 
cipies goverring the latter. 

Believing that the steam locomotive 
mechanism is unqualifiedly the best, the 
simplest and most durable method in all 
respects for applying power to turn a car 
wheel. Mr. Dodge retained the link motion 
feature of the ordinary locomotive and 
adapted it to carry the equally s'mple and 
direct condenser svstem of his invention. 
Irstead of charging with cold water, as in 
the locomotive. he charged the boiler or 
storage reservoir placed transversely under 
the car body with superheated water at a 
temperature of 400 degrees. In other words, 
he started with the motor boller reservoir 
stored with the same quality and power of 
available energy that the locomotive can 

et only through forced draft and rapid, 
mperfect combustion of fuel, necesajtating 
the carrying of a tender and a treméndous 
fire under the boiler. 

Mr. Dodge found by experiments that only 
@ very small fire was necessary to Keep 
superheated water at a continuous tempera- 
ture of 400 degrees, and to this end he 
placed a small firebox within the boiler 
under the car body. This firebox is so smal] 
that it would hardly be noticed except for 
the drop lid with which it is closed, and 
as it is charged with ready prepared, 
burning anthracite coal, it does not emit 
any appreciable gases, and is, therefore, an 
inoffensive contrivance for assisting the 
boiler in maintaining the temperature of 
the water it contains. This water is now 
converted into steam in the ordinary loco- 
motive manner, it passes the cylinders as 
eteam, and, instead of escaping through a 
emokestack with puffing and noise, caus- 
ing a loss of some B-odd per cent, it is 
retained in Mr. Dodge's system in an at- 
mospheric condenser, which is stored away 
practically invisible on the roof of the car. 

Through the successful operation of this 
condenser, which undoubtedly is the crown- 
i result of Mr. Dodge’s inventions, the 
old fashioned forced draft and wasteful 
form of generating power in transit is en- 
tirely done away with, and likewise the at- 
tendant nuisances, such as smoke, sparks 
and cinders. TYhe motor must be recharged 
every 100 miles. 

Through the operation of the kinetic 
motors now running on the Babylon ralil- 
road, the extended trial runs In Chicago and 
through the average record made by the 

ew motors on exhibition in Wilmington, 

r. Dodge has beeen able to carefully com- 
pute the cast of building and equippin 
witht his system as compared with all 
Other existing systems. From these figures 
the kinetic system is not only cheaper than 
all known street railroad traction systems 
but also cheaper than the operation of 
the ordinary locomotive.

VOLUNTEERS FOR TWO YEARS. 


TO ENLIST UNDER RULES PRE- 
SCRIBED FOR REGULARS. 


The Regiments Will Be Numbered 
From the 26th to the 35th, and 
Called United States Vol- 
unteers. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—The order for 
the enlistment of ten new regiments of in- 
fantry was issued to-day by the Secretary 
of War. It is as follows: 

War Department, Washington, July 5, 
1899.—By the direction of the President the 
folowing general rules are prescribed for 
recruiting from the country at large United 
States volunteers, as provided for by the 
act of Congress approved March 2, 1899, 

ublished in General Orders. No. 36 of 1899, 

eadquarters of the Army, Adjutant-Geh- 
erai’s Office. and for organizing the same 
into regimes: 

The strength of regiments, officers and 
enlisted men will be as provided for by sec- 

i tions 4 and 12 of the act of Congress ap- 

proved March 2, 1899. 

The regiments to be organized in the 
United States will be designated Twenty- 
gixth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty-eighth, 
Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, Thirty-first, Thir- 
ty-second, Thirty-third, Thirty-fourth and 
Thirty-fiftth Regiments of Infantry, United 

ates Volunteers. 

Of the commissioned officers to be ap- 
pointed for each of these regiments the 
field and staff officers, including medical 
officers and captains of companies, will be 
assembled at regimental rendezvous as 
thereafter designated for the purpose of 
theoretical and practical instruction in or- 
ganization, military administration, drill 
regulations, discipline, hygiene, camp sant- 
tation. etc. Daily instruction in the nomen- 
-,ature. care and assembly of parts of the 

Srifle and target practice will be a special 
feature of instruction of both officers and 
men. 

Applicants for commissions except offi- 
cers of the regular army, will be required to 
pases a satisfactory examination as to age, 
moral, mental and physical capacity to 
command troops, and must have hai ser- 
vice during the Spanish-American war. 

The recruiting service of the regular army 
will be charged with recruiting from the 
country at large, men for service in these 
volunteer regiments whose enlistments wil! 
be made for the period ending June 380, 
1901. unless sooner discharged, and without 
restrictions as to a or educational 

ualifications, but in all other respects un- 

er the same rules and regulations as are 

prescribed for recruiting the rezular ser- 
vice. Except in special cases only, unmar- 
ried men wii] be enlisted for these rezi- 
ments. 

In view of the probable severe service of 
these regiments and the climatic conditions 
to which they may be subjected, the phvei- 
cal qualifications of both officers and enilist- 
ed men are of first importance. Only those 
fully qualified wil] be appointed or enlisted. 

The lieutenants and two of tiie medical 
officers of each regiment, will. as far 

racticab.e, be assigned to duty as as 

ants to recruiting officers of the regular 
army. 

Upon arrival of recrults at the regimental 
rendezvous the commanding officers of 
regiments will assign them to compantles, 
and the appointment and reduction of regi- 
mental and battalion. non-commisstoned 
etafl and company non-commissioned of- 
ficers and other enlisted grades will be 
g@overned by the law and army regula- 
tions. 

Each regiment so organized will, for pur- 
poses of discipline and supply, be subject 
to the orders of the commanding general of 
the department in which the rendezvous 
fe located, and the regimental commander 
will report by telegraph to the Adjutant- 
General of the department on his arrival 
at the regimental rendezvous.

CHICAGO, July 6—Fritz Andrae and 
William Reeves, who served in the United

GROWTH OF THE WORK REPORT-

Marvelous Spread of the Society, in All 
Lands, as Attested by the Re- 
ports Received From the 
Various Missions.

DETROIT, Mich., July 6.—Any apprehen- 
sion of light attendance at the Interna- 
tional Christian Endeavor Convention was 
dissipated by sunrise to-day. In the down- 
town district all through the earlier morn. 
ing hours persons not wearing the Chris- 
tian Endeavor badge were the exception. 
It was estimated this morning that upwards 
of 20,000 accredited delegates had arrived.

Several hundred vol- 
unteers for the service in the noonday evan- 
gelistic meetings, representing nearly all 
ihe Siates, gutuered at 7:8 in the former 
edifice, profiered their services by cities, 
and received assignments to various parts 
of the cily and generai instruct:ons trom 
the leader, Mr, «#1. 25. Giobud of wpring- 
tieid, Mass. Mr. Gibbud advised the young 
people how to act eftectiveiy as temporary 
evangelists. Shey were {oid off in squads, 
and at noon many factories and business 
centers were scenes of vwhe.r labors. 

The floor and galleries of tne city’s 
largest armory were nearly filied with 
bright-faced young peopie singing famiiiar 
hymns with utmost earnestness. At Silo 
the armory doors were closed, and attera 
prayer by President Clark, the ‘‘Daily Quiet 
Hour’ of prayer and meditation ensued, 
led by Rev. J. Wilbur Chapman, D. D., of 
New York. 

The day was clear, cool, and altogether 
ideal when the first real business sess-.on 
of the convention opened to-day in ‘rent En- 
deavor. A sea ol 10,000 earnest counte- 
mnances were upturned toward the piat- 
form when the Kev. Nehemiah Boynton, 
D. D., of Detroit called to order. Again 
the great tent rang w.th hymns of praise, 
led by P. 8S. Foster-of Washington. The 
devotional exercises were led by one of the 
leaders and founders of the Methodist Ep- 
worth League, Bishop Ninde of Deiroit. 
Secretary John Willis Baer submitted his 
annual report. 

After singing by a colored quartette from 
Hampton Institute “Father Endeavor’ 
Francis E. Clark made his annual address. 
in which he said: 

Going and growing: growing and going, 
have been characteristic of every year of 
our history. All these advance steps have 
been gained, not by ignoring or neglecting 
the gains of the past, but by conserving 
them while new advances were made. Thus 
every advance ste for citizenship, mis-

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REFRIGERATING CAPACITY OF 


——— 


(NEW PLANT TO BE ERECTED. 


Property Purchased and Much Wealth 
Is Behind the Promoters of 


the Enterprise. 


’ 


A large addition to the cold storage and 
refrigerating capacity of the city is to be 
made at once. Recently a corporation was 
formed, called the St. Louis Refrigerating 
and Cold Storage Co., with a capitalization 
of $500,000. Among the stockholders are 
Messrs. W. H. Thompson, H. C. Haarstick, 
Thomas H. West, D. R. Francis, R. J. 
Lackland, 8. M. Dodd, William L. Huse, 
R. McK. Jones, LL. F. Jones, Benjamin 
Gratz, E..C. Simmons, Isaac W. Morton, 
hus Busch, John G. Filley, A. P. 
ney Edwards Whittaker, R. 8S. Brook- 
ings, George O, Carpenter and W. K. Bix- 
by. The company has bought all the prop- 
erties. rights, titles, patent, franchises 
and apparatus of the St. Louls Automatic 
Refrigerating Co., whose plant is at ll 
South Third street. 

The last named company has a large ice- 
making, cold-storage and _ refrigerating 
plant, with about a miie of pipes in the 
etreet distributing ammonia refrigeration to 
various customers. There is one line of 
pipe on Elm to Sixth, and north on Sixth, 
and one on Third to Chestnut, and up 
Chestnut to Sixth. From these lines refrig- 
eration is supplied to Faust’s, the St. James 
Hotel, the Laclede, Caesar’s and to saloons 
and restaurants as far north as Barré 
store. 

The new company has acquired all of the 
business, property, patents and franchises 
of the old; and it has also bought two 
Jarge tracts of ground in the north end of 
the city, upon which to erect additional 
works. One tract is city block 22%, bounded 
by Lewis, O’Falion and Dickson streets and 
the Wabash tracks, 82x242 feet; and the 
other is the east.half of city block 229, 
having on three sides Lewis, O'Fallon and 
Dickson streets, and on the fourth side an 
alley; and having dimensions of 130x240 feet. 
These sites have good shipping facilities 
over the Wabash and the St. Louis Ter- 
minal roads. The company paid $26,000 for 
the ground in city block 229. The dimensions 
Deing 240x130 feet, the price was $104 a foot 
for the Lewis street frontage, or about 80 
cents a square foot. For the ground owned 
by the American Sugar Refining Co. in city 
block 225 the price paid was $100 a foot for 
the Lewis street frontage or $1.22 a square 
foot. For lot 9 in this block, having a front 
of 2 feet, it paid $10,000, 

The intention of the new company is to 
erect on the two blocks a modern and thor- 
oughly up-to-date refrigerating, ice-making 
@nd cold storage plant, with all modern 
improvements, and to make it one of the 
finest establishments of the kind in the 
ees Work on the new buildings will 

e commenced at an early date, and the 
plant will be completed and ready for 
operation by next spring. Pipes for the 
refrigeration of stores, hotels, saloons and 
restaurants will be laid in the downtown 
streets. and they will be extended as rapid- 
ly as there is a demand for ¢he service. 
The company is not at all aiarmed at 
the prospect of liquid air superseding arti!- 
ficial or natural refrigerants, and will pro- 
ceed with the enlargement of the ammonia 
lant as though no such thing had been 
eard of. They believe that if liquid air is 
Gemonstrated to be a practical thing they 
acd my as well prepared as any one fo fur- 
nis t.

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OF DETECTIVES DESMOND 


) TAKES THE CASE. 


TRYING TO FIND A CLEW. 


Gome of the Difficulties Which the Po- 
lice and Detectives Have En- 
countered in Their Search. 


—_— 


That the police realize the difficulties that 
confront them in running down the mur- 
derer of William Poston Scott, is shown by 
the fact that Chief of Detectives William 
Desmond took personal charge of the case 
Wednesday night, and went over the ground 
himeelf carefully. Until after midnight the 
Chief was in the immediate vicinity of the 
seene of the killing, and heid interviews 
with’ everyone thai he thought could throw 
any light on the subject. 

The Reltes are as much in the dark now 
as they were before respecting the identity 
of the murderer. Chief Desmond has given 
Detectives Walsh and McCarthy the case 
and they have been instructed to do noth- 
ing else until they have reached the bottom 
of the tragedy. These detectives are at 
liberty to draw upon the detective and po- 
lice forces for as much additional aSssis- 
tance as they may need. 

There are many circumstances that will 
make it exceptionally difficult to locate 
Scott’s murderer. The crime was committed 
on the night of July 4. It was about 11:30 
o'clock and Mr. Scott was on his way to the 
home of his brother-in-law, Judge James A. 
Seddon, 8341 Waterman avenue. The detec- 
tives have learned that Mr. Scott had 
passed that evening with friends on Vande- 
venter avenue, and that he boarded a Del- 
mar car on the Lindell railroad at Vande- 
venter and Finney avenues. He rode to 
Union avenue, where he got off and was 
walking north on Union avenue when the 
murder occurred. 

It is clear that a footpad fired the shot 

_that ended Scott’s life. He was on the west 
side of Un‘on avenue. There a row of small 
maple trees skirts the pavement, Numerous 
electric lights make the pavement lght at 
all points. Scott saw a man on the pavement 
ahead of him, but he thought nothing of 
that. When he met the man the footpad 
suddenly commanded him toe throw up his 

hands. Scott, like the brave man he was, 

did not comply. Instead he struck the high- 
Wwayman on the head with his umbrella. 
Then the robber fired the bullet, striking 
the victim in the abdomen, Scott did 
not fall, but walked on toward the Suburban 
tracks, where he hailed a passing car and 
Was taken aboard. 

After shooting his man the footpad disap- 
peared. Every one in the neighborhood may 
nave heard the shot, but if they did they 
said no heed. It was on the night of the 

‘ourth of July. Men and boys had been fir- 
ing revolvers all day and all night indis- 
criminateiy. There was no reason why any 
one should pay attention to one shot out of 
a thousand. 

No one saw Scott’s assailant save the vic- 
tim himself, and he died without being able 
to give a description. The police are handi- 
capped on this point. Then there was noth- 
ing taken from the wounded man. The po- 
lice have absolutely nothing by which to 
trace him. Had the robber secured a watch 
or some piece of jeweiry it might have led 
io his discovery. 

Chief Deemond admits he is baffled at 
p esent, but he says the case will not be 
nbandoned as long as there is the slightest

LAESSIG NEED NOT HAVE 
FEARED AN INVESTIGATION. 


THE POLICE ARE PUZZLED. 


Accident, Suicide and Murder for 
Robbery Hach Advanced to Ac. 
count for His Death. 


o—_——_—- 


Another mystery is added to the unsolved 
comp.ications arising out of recent deathg 
in St. Louis by the Coroner's inquiry in 
the case of Clement Laessig, the bookkeeper 
whose body was run over by @ train on the 
’Frisco Railroad betweep Arloe and Kirk. 
wood Sunday night. 

It wae believed immediately after the dis. 
covery of the body that Laessig had com- 
mitted suicide. This theory has been con- 
siderably shaken by the inquest, and Cor- 
oner Lioyd refused to close the investiga- 
ilon Wednesday, announcing that he would 
hold it open until the poiice had made a 
thorough inquiry into the case. It now 
seems probabie that Laessig was knocked 
down and robbed by thugs and his body 
placed where it would be mangied by a 
train to conceaj) the crime. However, the 
death may have resulted from an accident, 
or Laessig may have committed suicide, 

The accident theory lacks corroborative 
evidence. The body was lying on the track 
when the train approached. Laessig would 
hardiy have gone to sleep in that position. 
The police theory of suicide is based on the 
facts that there was a hole resembling a 
bullet wound in Laessig’s temple and a re- 
volver wit! an empty shell was found near 
the body. The autopsy showed that the 
hole was caused by a dbiow, and, on close 
examination, it was found that the re- 
volver had not been discharged for some 
time, as evidenced by rust inside of the 
barre] 

Laessig l'ved at 2789 Arioe avenue. He. 
worked at the store of his employers, Wet- 
terau & Goebel, Second and Walnut streets, 
Sunday. If he started home by train he 
would have been obliged to walk along 
the railroad track, where he was found 
dead, 

The officers who began the investigation 
reported Thursday that Laessig probably 
feared the result of an examinat:on of his 
books, which was begun Monday, in conse- 
quence of the dissolution of the Weitterau- 
Goebel partnership. Laessig was seen in 
Schoor’s saloon, Second and Market streets, 
at 8 a. m. Sunday. According to the de- 
tectives, he drank a great dea! of liquor ai 
that time. The detectives also call atten- 
tion to the fact that the company in which 
Laessig's life was insured for $%,000 does not 
pay on suicides. 

Laessig's relatives believe he was mur- 
dered. @ was thought to have a wallet 
containing $250 in hig inside vest pocket 
when he left home. It is known that he 
wore a valuable diamond, a gold lodge em- 
blem and a watch. The waitlet and the 
jewelry were not on his person when his 
body was picked up. The only thing of 
value in his pockets was a purse containing 


Laessig’s employer, Mr. Wetterau, stated 
to the Post-Dispatch Thursday that an ex- 
pert accountant had been at work on the 
firm's books since Monday, and had found 
no discrepancy. 


EFFECT ON COTTON MARKET. 


Dealers Do Not Think the Texas Flood 
Will Affect It. 
NEW YORK, July 6.—The news of the 
flooding of the cotton fields in the Brazos 
Valiey, Texas, while not-tending appre- 
clably to lower quotations on the Cotton 
Exchange. had the effect of steadying 
prices, The brokers are waiting for fuller 
reports of the extent of the devastation 
before estimating the effect of the floods 
upon the cotton trade. Several large deal- 


ers who were spoken to at the exchange 
say that the consequences of the submerg- 
ing of the cotton flelds would not be feit 
-mmediateiy. The result mostly to be 
feared, they said, was the probability of 
the ground Fm useless for replanting pur- 
poses. If that should prove to be the case 
the cotton trade may for some time be af- 
fected to some extent, but not considerably, 
for the reason that the plantations now 
under water yield a very small proportion 
of the total cotton output of this country, 

Henry Hentz, one of the leading cotton 
men of “ city, said: ‘‘The 11 counties 
south of aco, through which the Brazos 
River passes, it is estimated, produce 450,- 
000 bales of cotton, but I do not believe that 
the whole crop has been lost. It is hardly 


been flooded, and, in fact, I have received 
dispatches stating that the first reports of 
the disaster were exaggerated. A tele- 
— which has just come to me from 

aris, Tex., states that the estimate of the 
damage is put down to 200,000 bales. When 
it is considered that this amount is less 
than 2 per cént of the entire output of 
cotton in this country last year, the loss 
afer all, is not serious. Moreover, the rains 
which flooded the low lands will be bene- 
ficial to the high lands.’”’ 

The optimistic view taken by Mr. Hentz 
is no so.ace to the shipping lines that carry 
freight between this port and Texas. “The 
overflowing of the Brazos River,” said one 
of the officials of the Mallor Steamship 
Line, ‘‘will cause very severe login to the 
shipping companies runnin to Texas.

if the destruction to the plantations nn. 
greet as has been reported, it will be a 
ard thing for us and for commerce gen- 
erally between this port and Texas.”’

THELESS A GOOD MUSICIAN. 


HE PLAYS IN A 


Besides, He Is a Teacher and He Uses 
the Typewriter With a Remark- 
able Accuracy. 


CHURCH. 


CHICAGO, July 6—The triumph of the 
blind over their affliction furnighes a mar- 
velous proof of the efficiency to which the 
Gther senses can be trained, and perhaps 
there is no more ramarkable jexample of 
this in Chicago than George Dupont Han- 
sen, the blind piano teacher of! the North- 
west Side. He is a church organist, piaying 
every Sunday in Trinity Evangelical Luth- 
eran Church; plays cards and checkers, 
reads and uses the typewriter in addition 
to giving piano lessons; yet his optic nerves 
are barely capable of distinguishing day- 
light from dark and he has to be led about 


the house. His eyes, though open, are 
practically. sightless, and he wears a pair 
of smoked gasses to protect them from 
the glare of erdinary daylight. Notwith- 
standing his affliction, he is bright and 
cheerful and says: 

“I do not feel that I am shut out from 
the world or that I am to be pitied. I have 
most of the enjcyments of other young 
men. I love my music. I go to the theater 
and enjoy hearing the dialogue. I play 
cards with my friends and I read much. 
t ss the time very well, indeed.” 

ansen did not have the advantage—If, 
indeed, so deplorable a thing may be s0 
termed—of being born blind. It is°only a 
comparatively few years since he lost his 
sight, and he has acquired all his marvel- 
ous powers of itouch and hearing since that 
time. Born on the Northwest Side about 
30 years ago he was in full possession of his 
faculties as a boy and was studying not 
only music but civil engineering when the 
accident occured W h resulted in total 
blindness. 

When he was a iad at school] in 1877 two 
boys chanced to be fighting on a_ street 
one day as Hansen ssed. One flung @ 
stone at the other, which missed its mark 
and struck Hansen in the right eye. In the 
course of a few years, during which time 
the eye was, of course, cared for by phy- 
sictans, the sight failed rapidly and the 
young man began to resign himself to the 
loss of one eye. In 1884 another shock re- 
sulting from an accidental blow on the head 
caused a recurrence of the inflammation, 
which spread to the left eye. Local doctors 
treated the eyes in vain and at last recom- 
mended that the patient seek aid in Eu- 
rope. He went at once with his father to 
Copenhagen, where he placed himself in 
the charge of Prof. Groth Hansen, a world- 
famous oculist, who treated patients who 
had come not only from America, but from 
the West Indies and Australia, while young 
Hansen was there. . 

The foreign specialist had much more 
success than the Chicago oculists for a 
time and several operations were necessary 
to prevent total] loss of sight. The left eye 
had been too long neglected, and it was 
only by the most desperate efforts it was 
saved from extinction. As it is, the patient 
is able to distinguish strong daylight and 
heavy shadows with the left eye, but noth- 
ing else. After spending two years with 
the doctor, Hansen took up his musical 
studies with Huropeean teachers and made 
splendid progress, despite his loss of sight. 
For eight years he remained in ey 
and on his return, being well grounded in 
harmony and other branches of. the study 
of music, he was offered the position 
organist with the Trinnity Evangelical] Lu- 
theran Church, which he has filled for four 
yeoara. 

‘He at once began giving piano lessons and 
has had much success. Some musical pieces 
he learng from specially prepared music for 
the blind, with the notes embossed. As he 
must follow the raised notes and rests and 
other signs with his fingers he ean of course 

lay with but one hand at a time while 
earning a piece. He learns each hand’s 
movement separately in this way and when 
he has memorized the plece never needs re- 
fer again to the music. He prefers, how- 
ever, to have someone play a new piece for 
him until he memorizes it, with rests and 
other marks complete. After that he could, 
if necessary, write the music out from mem. 
ory. 

A few years ago he got a typewriter and 
after he had memorized the position of the 
letters on the keyboard found no difficulty 
in doing rapid and accurate work and he 
has had considerable work to do in the line 
of copying and writing for his friends, Al- 
together, Hanson does very well for a self- 
instructed blind man and throughout all is 
as brave and cheerful as could be expected,

A unique duty of the cash boys in Wanamaker's 
New York establishment is to go to school every 
morning from 8 to 10. A portion of them, number- 
ing about 80, assemble in a cheerful and commo 
dious room in the basement and devote themselves 
to arithmetic, spelling, grammar, writing, com- 
position and other rudiments of an education. The 
school, the idea of which originated with Mr. 
Wanamaker, was started experimentally early last 
fall, and bas proved so successful that it has now 
become a preSenees feature of the store. The 
echool work has been found to Increase the effi- 
clency and usefulness of the boys in their store 
work, and is therefore valuable to their employers 
as well as themselves. 

The 180 beys are divided into classes, and each 
clase has two seasions a week. Regular attendance 
and strict attentjon to study are as much in- 
sisted vpon as care in any work about the estab- 
lishment.

In case a new league is started in oppo- 
sition to the National, something which is 
not at all likely, Lange will be captain ol 
the Chicago Club. He nas already promised 
ex-Captain Anson to aecept this position, 
which fact alone shows that he has no in- 
tention whatever of retiring from baseball, 
as has been so frequentiy published by 
papers which know nothing whatever about 
th matier. — 

The assertion that Lange will play next 
season is also supported by the fact that 
several baseball clubs are after him. It is 
known to be true that a deal was on re- 
centiv wherebv Lange was to be traded for 
Amos Rusie, the New York pitcher, and it 
is equally true that serious talk was had 
concerning his transfer from the Rough 
Riders to the Brooklyns for Mike Griffin.
